The' fire re- 
sulted in a loss of about $4,000 and was 
accidental. 

Dr. James Shapard Cabanne, former- 
ly one of the most influential and 
wealthiest citizens of St. Louis, died in 
poverty. Under the name of Mr. Nor- 
ris Dr. Cabanne led a double life for 
many years. 

The funeral of Judge James E. Can- 
trill was one of the most largely at- 
tended ever held in Georgetown and 
the services were impressive, being con- 
ducted by the Knights Templar and ] 
the Confedearte Veterans. 

"Croppers” of Union, Henderson and 
Webster counties are demanding two- 
thirds of tobacco and corn crops as their 
share instead of the one-half formerly 
received. Niget riding methods have 
been adopted to force compliance with 
the demand.

Burr had murdered the 12- 
year-old son of his employer because 
the boy interrupted him while fishing. 

Counsel for Evelyn Nesbit Thaw 
filed in the Supreme Court of New 
York the suit for annulment of her mar- 
nage with Harry Kendall Thaw. The 
annulment is asked on the ground that 
Thaw waa insane at the time of the 
marriage. Fapers in the proceedings 
were served on Thaw several weeka 
ago. 

W. L. Wadlington, of Lyon county, 
raised the cover of his tobacco bed to 
find it grown up with grass which had 
been sown there by night riders. This 
will prevent Mr. Wadlington from rais- 
ing a tobacco crop this year as the 
plants will giow with grass. Mr. 
Wadlington is a member of the associa- 
tion. 

At Lexington, Tei.n., the W. C. T. 
U. women of the town destroyed about 
40 gallons of whisky belonging to a sa- 
loon man who had recently moved to 
that place from Jackson, which city 
went dry April 1. The whisky had been 
stored in a freight car. The women 
reimbursed the owner for the whisky 
destroyed. 

As a result of a quiet investigation by 
Judge Wells and the State troops, war- 
rants have been issued for 10 men 
charged with night riding in Calloway 
county, and the soldiers have begun to 
serve the papers of arrest.

W. O. Bradley will open the Fair- 
banks campaign in the Third districton 
April 11, when he will make speeches 
at Glasgow and Bowling Green. 

Congressman Abraham L. Brick, of 
Indiana, died at Indianapolis of acute 
Bright's disease. He was taken ill 
while attending the Indiana republican 
State convention. His body was taken 
to his home at South Bend, where the 
funeral was held. 

The Senate passed the army bill 
practically as reported from the com- 
mittee, carrying an appropriation of 
nearly $100,000,000.
